tive board of the United Auto 
Workers, which had expelled -four 
of the union's inter-na'tional offi- 
cers, welcomed them back today 
under a settlement arranged by the 
CIO. 


The bitter 
intra-union 
fight 


which had led to their discharge 
appeared to be ended, as the four 
joined their associates on the board 
and listened to a speech by CIO 
Chairman John L. Lewis. 


Lewis went before the full board 


shortly after the CIO arbiters, Sid- 
ney Hillman and Philip Murray, 
handed down their decision that 
the men be reinstated. Both fac- 
tions had agreed in advance to 
accept the findings. 


Two Recommendations 


Murray and Hillman made these 


two recommendations: 


I—Immediate reinstatement of

Pay Higher Than 
In Last 22 Years 


Roads Defend Demand for 


15 Per Cent Cut 


At Inquiry 


Washington 
The railroads, 


defending their demand for a 15 
per cent wage cut, contended today 
the average pay of their workers 
during the first half of 1933 was 
the highest in 22 years. 


J. Elmer Monroe, statistician for 


the Association of American rail- 
roads, gave to President Roosevelt's 
fact-finding board a table showing 
average earnings of $918.83 for rail 
workers in the first six months of, 
the year, or an annual rate of $1,- 
837.66. 


This compared, Monroe said, with 


an average of $871.83 paid workers 
in the industry for the first six 
months of 1937 and an average of 
$1,781.21 for the year. 


Total Payroll Less 


Monroe's figures showed, how- 


ever, that despite the higher aver- 
age pay per worker the roads* total 
payrolls for the first six months of 
this year were $126,183,570 under 
the $977,697,399 paid in wages in 
the first six months of 1937. This 
was accomplished by reducing the 
number of employes from 1,121,426 
to 926,688.

Appleton resident and a former 
general manager and vice presi- 
dent of the Combined Locks Paper 
company, has emphatically denied 
charge* that he made false reports 
on PWA construction, work per- 
formed by his .concern for the Chi- 
cago sanitary district. McKay and 
two other employes of the now «in- 
active contracting firm, McKay 
Engineering and Construction com- 
pany, were indicted last week .by 
a federal grand jury. 


McKay has denied all of the 28 


counts brought against him which 
charge that he and his former em- 
ployes - made 
false 
reports 
in 


monthly statements of work com- 
pleted on two of. three sewer jobs 
for the sanitary district. A 30 per 
cent PWA grant was involved in 
the jobs and the investigation was 
conducted by agents of the PWA. 


The contractor in a 3£ page state- 


ment said the indictment came as 
a complete surprise to him and its 
suddenness left him bewildered. 
He said he had had no opportunity 
to be heard on thc matter before 
the grand jury. 


Thc government alleges that in 


each of 27 instances bills were out- 
standing and had not been paid. 
The twenty-eighth count charges 
McKay and two others with con- 
spiracy. Conviction on any or all 
of the first 27 counts could bring 
10 years in prison and a fine of 
$10,000. The maximum sentence on 
the conspiracy count is two years 
in prison and a $10,000 fine. 


Personal Sacrifice 


McKay said that he had complet- 


ed the sanitary district contracts at 
a great personal sacrifice. He 'was 
paid $2,110,000. The contractor said: 


"It took every dollar of my per- 


sonal fortune and all that I could 
borrow on a credit built up as the 
result of a lifetime of hard work 
and business dealings."' 


He added that he still was waiting 


for the district to pay him thousands 
of dollars for work ordered by the 
district to meet unusual and trying 
conditions as they were encoun- 
tered. 


McKay claimed that all bills for 


labor and materials on the job have 
been paid. The statement that he 
paid all money due contractors was 
disputed by Assistant United States 
Attorney Canaday who 
declared 


that bills totaling more than $100,- 
000 still were outstanding. 


The contractor stated that if any 


person has any claim for either la- 
ber of materials that is not paid, 
he hadn't heard of it and added that 
the firm has collateral on deposit 
with the United States Fidelity and 
Guaranty company to 
guarantee 


payment of any such claims if they 
should be" presented. 


Checked By Inspectors 


"Every dollar that was received 


by the company was approved by 
the government inspectors, and they 
knew just what bills and expenses 
•were -paid with the money on each 
instalment of the contract 
price," 


McKay said. "I was glad to 
have 


them constantly check the work. I 
wanted them to know about it at all 
times." 


The former Appleton man said 


that his integrity had "neve_r before 
been questioned in connection with 
my business life. I have never done 
any act in my business life 
for 


which I am ashamed." 


"I emphatically deny that there 


is any truth to the charge now made 
against me, and I shall demand that 
it be tried as soon as possible," he 
said. 


McKay resigned as chairman of 


the Chicago board of election com- 
missioners following his indictment, 
and the resignation was accepted by 
Judge Edmund K. Jarecki who said 
he had found McKay an honorable 
man of high integrity. 


Ross A. Woodhull. president of 


the Chicago sanitary district, said in 
a statement that the legal action was 
solely between McKay and the gov- 
ernment and that the "district was 
not involx-cd.

is not by any means an outstanding 
characteristic. In fact, his record 
in public life is just the opposite. 
He first came here during the Wil- 
son administration and served in 
the department of justice as an as- 
sistant attorney general in special 
charge of the enforcement of the 


espionage act, which Involved some 
very difficult and delicate decisions. 


He didn't think that, just because 


somebody didn't believe in the war, 
he was necessarily a subject (or ar- 
rest and confinement in a concen- 
tration camp, and he distinguished 
between free speech and the actual 
conduct of subversive 
campaigns 


really designed to interfere with 
the prosecution of the war. 


When President 
Hoover 
was 


elected, he summoned Mr. O'Brian 
to Washington to the department of 
justice to take charge of the en- 
forcement of the anti-trust laws, 
and he participated in a number of 
notable cases involving large cor- 
porations, with whom he dealt as 
sternly as the law permitted. 


The gossip 
here is that Mr. 


O'Brian has always been regarded 
by members of the supreme court 
as one of the ablest of the lawyers 
who have argued before them. His 
selection to defend the legality of 
what the New Deal was doing on 
the TVA was due to his profound 
knowledge 
of constitutional law 


and his ability to divorce himself 
from all political considerations in 
arguing an important legal ques- 
tion.

by all here who know him. Against 
Senator Wagner, with his power- 
ful labor backing.

Acreage Restriction Sagging as 


Sole Solution of Farm Problem

Washington—Reports to the administration from the farm belt indi 


cate growing revolt against the AAA program and the possibility of i 
getting out of hand. 


Republicans have been tipped off by their farm belt people, who fo 


the most part have gone along with the administration on AAA, that i 
is now safe to attack head-on. Senator Copper of 
Kansas, a most reliable weather-vane, tells his Re- 
publican colleagues that the revolt is growing rapid- 
ly in Kansas where it may cost the Democrats a seat 
in the senate—McGill's. Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace has just been speaking in Kansas and Texas in 
an endeavor to quiet the situation. 


He frankly recognizes that both cotton and wheat 


are in a thoroughly unsatisfactory situation. All that 
has been done to bring about acreage restriction has 
failed to keep up prices and to prevent heavy sur- 
pluses. 


This year's cotton crop was so much larger than 


last year's that the excess is equal to a whole year's 
normal consumption for the entire country. To get 
the wheat supply back in hand, AAA has proposed 
the most severe acreage curtailment. Kansas farmeis Raymond Clapper 
would be cut down almost 40 per cent.

There has been a loss of faith in acreage restriction as a cure and the

One of the genuinely big .nen in Wis-

PEOPLE AND WAR 


There are some sharp denunciations of

Major-General Moseley upon retiring 


from the army on his 64th birthday, as 
every officer must, delivered rather a 
scathing denunciation of the administra- 
tion.

If tradition were not enough a 
court-martial would serve the purpose.

Wandering gypsies and knights returning from 
the crusades introduced them. One of the first 
businesses of the printing press was the print- 
ing of playing cards. 


The very early decks which ante-dated the 


printing press have virtually all disappeared. 


j That is because, being hand-colored and very 


costly, they weie literally worn out and not 
worth saving. (Piesent day decks vanish almost 
as rapidly, and for the opposite reason—their 
inexpensivencss. which causes card players to 
discard decks as soon as they begin to get 
"thick.") 
•

Playing cards have been used through the 


years for educational purposes. A New York 
collector specializes in decks of that kind. One 
such deck was designed to teach the Morse 
(telegraph) code and semaphore signals in the 
game of whist. William Makepeace Thackeray, 
the English novelist and essayist, designed a hu- 
morous deck which used excerpts from Shakes- 
peare, 
Byron, Mother 
Goose—and William 


Makepeace Thackeray. 


Another rare deck carries on its 52 cards 


some musical snatches from Gay's "Beggar's 
Opera." Still another has the complete orches- 
tration of a waltz, the parts for the various in- 
struments being printed on separate cards. 


War always leave their imprint on cards. 


There is a pack of the Mexican War era which 
shows General Zachary Taylor galloping brave- 
ly through shot and shell at the battle of Buena 
Vista. During the war between the states 
there were Union and Confederate decks. In 
the Union deck the suits, instead of hearts, 
spades, diamonds and clubs, were stars, Ameri- 
can flags, shields and the American coat of 
arms. 


The Confederate pack stuck to the standard 


suits, but the cards were ornamented with the 
likenesses of Confederate generals and states- 
men, including President Jefferson Davis. I re- 
gret to observe that this Confederate deck was 
manufactured by a Mr. Nelson—a damyankee 
sure enough—in New York city in 1863. I am al- 
most positive he came to no good end. 


Playing cards during the World War also 


were in tune with the times. The TSerrnans 
made decks which retained the hearts and dia- 
monds suit but substituted iron crosses and ar- 
tillery shells for spades and clubs. Other Ger- 
man decks, in the possession of New York col- 
lectors, show u-boats in action, a raiding party 
at Ypres, a battery on the march, peasants in 
flight, and French prisoners. 


American World War playing cards were on 


such subjects as Liberty, Freedom, and Demo- 
cracy, with doughboys in place of kings and 
Hed Cross nurses serving as queens. Sailors 
were the Jacks: and the aces were aviatois— 
"Aces of the Air." 


And that's all I know about plaving cards

CHECK YOUR POSTURE 


Less than one per cent'of chil- 


dren in their 'teens get an A-I rat- 
ing for posture. Seventy-five per 
cent are graded C-III, twenty per 
cent get the lowest possible mark, 
D-IV. 


Posture is gauged according to a 


standard designating the profile as 
A for excellent, B for good, C for 
poor and D for bad; and the anter- 
ior as I for excellent, II for good, 
HI for poor and IV for bad. Thus a 
posture marked C-I has poor post- 
ure as viewed from the side, ex- 
cellent as viewed from the front. 


In the excellent or perfect (A) 


profile, when the 
subject stands 


barefoot or without heels, the open- 
ing of the ear, the bony tip of the 
shoulder, the trochanter or promi- 
nence of the hip and the outer 
prominence of the ankle are on a 
plumb line. In the bad (D) profile 
the head is markedly forward, chest 
sunken or lowered, belly relaxed 
and dropped so that it seems £o prc- 
trude. forward cure of _the back is 
exaggerated so that there is more 
or less "swayback." Good (B) and 
poor (C) profiles are intermediate 
degrees of the same faults. 


Anterior posture is the front view, 


excellent (I) if knees, ankles and 
great toes touch easily as the in- 
dividual stands, and a space is 
visible between the insteps, should- 
ers are perfectly evcn^in height 
body straight with curves at waist- 
line equal. It is good (II) if knees, 
ankles and toes touch but no space 
is visible between insteps and the 
curves at waistline arc not quite 
equal. It is poor (III) if the knees 
touch but the ankles are over half 
and inch apart body not straight 
waist curves unequal, shoulders not 
of even height The anterior post- 
ure is bad (IV) if the knees touch 
but ankles are 1$ inches or more 
apart, body not straight one shoul- 
der low. one hip low, waist curves 
unequal. 


Good posture or lack of it signi-

the phone this afternoon. 


"lie is married and has two 


youngsters, but has never held^any 
job very long. 'I've been paying 
off notes on which he defaulted 
and have had to lend him money 
and get him out of numerous finan- 
cial jams ever since he entered col- 
lege. 


"Today he tells me he has em- 


bezzled nearly $300 in collections 
which he has taken in, while work- 
ing for his present employer. He 


writes a peremptory letter telling 
me 1 should send him the money, 
and saying that his children were 
hungry, etc. 


"He seems to think 
because I 


have no youngsters that I cannot 
appreciate his problems. All his life 
he has been somewhat belligerent, 
feeling that he never had a chance, 
and that he has been abused. 


"Recently he has been saying I 


am highhat and don't do anything 
for my ps rents, despite the fact I 
send my Dad $35 every month. I'm 
just about fed up with him. What 
should I do.-Dr. Crane?"

They lived within their income, 


and didn't steal or write home de- 
manding money from their parents.

Is Your Credit Good? 


Jason said he would gladly ad- 


vance his brother money if he had 
honored previous loans, but he has 
lent him from $50 to $500 on several 
previous occasions, and has never 
received a penny in return. 


Moreover, 
the younger brother 


takes the attitude that Jason ought 
to be glad to furnish him money. 
This is a dangerous menial state for 
anybody to reach. Thousands 
ol 


relief families are developing the 
same vicious psychological outlook. 


Parents are usually at fault when 


their children become criminals. 
They permit their youngsters to de- 
fault or violate rules without mak- 
ing them pay the penalty. 


Thus,- the children develop the 


habit of imposing on others with- 
out expecting to repay. Then they 
extend this process and take advan- 
tage of their brothers and sisters. 
They next borrow from friends. 


How Criminals Develop 


Finally, they "borrow"' from soci- 


ety, as by embezzling funds. But 
this is called a crime, and society 
steps in by means of the police. 


Actually, however, it is no more 


a crime than to borrow from par- 
ents, brothers or sisters, and never j 
repay. If 
parents permit 
such 


crimes to occur repeatedly within 
the family circle, they are only ed- 
ucating their children in dangerous 
habits which may eventually lead 
to jail. 


Morality and immoranty are hab- 


its. A crook is a product of years of 
stealing from his parents and rela- 
tives as well as society. In Jason's 
dilemma, however, I recommended 
!that he make good this first public j 
crime of his brother, and point out 
the letter's danger.

Tht Air Around the Earth 


An old rhyme tells of an elephant 


which jumped the fence and "jump- 
ed so high it touched the sky and 
didn't come down until the Fourth 
o£ July." 


The air at different height*. 


An interesting thing in the rhyme 


are the words about touching the 
sky. The idea, that the sky is a kind 
of roof is an old one, but it is not 
true. The sky could not be touched. 
It is not a solid thing — we might 
call it "just a view." 


Men have gone to the tops of tall 


mountains without touching the* 
sky. They have risen in airplanes 
and balloons, and "have found noth- 
ing but open space. 


In 1935 a Russian went up in an 


airplane to a height of 47,806 feet, 
more than nine miles. Even higher 
flights have been made with bal- 
loons. In 1931 a balloon took Au- 
guste Piccard to 10 fniles above sea 
level. In 1935 Stevens and Anderson 
made a stratosphere flight to a 
height of almost 14 miles. 


"Stratosphere" is a word meaning 


"spread over the glocle." The air in 
the stratosphere is above every part 
of the earth. It starts at a point 
higher than Mt. Everest, the world's 
tallest mountain peak, and goes up- 
ward for many miles. The air be- 
low it is known as the "tropo- 
schere." 
' In the stratosphere the air is ex- 
tremely cold — about 65 degrees be- 
low zero. This means that aviators 
who go into it must guard them- 
selves against cold weather. 


It seems likely that airplanes of 


the future will be built in such a 
way that they can take passengers 
through the stratosphere. The pas- 
sengers will be kept warm and will 
have plenty of oxygen in their cab- 
ins. In such flights, there will be no 
worry about winds, snow, rain or 
hail. There is little motion of the 
sir that is high above the earth. 
Also there will be no danger of a 
plane striking mountains in a fog. 
Greater and greater safety must be 
won if air transport is to become 
as popular as it should be. 


Balloons have gone higher than 


people have gone. Hundreds of 
"sounding balloons" have been sent 
up with no one aboard, but with 
themometers and other instruments. 
In this way, facts about air pressure 
and temperature have been learned 
for heights of more than 20 miles. 


We do not know exactly how far 


up the air goes, but meteors begin 
to burn at a height of something 
like 200 miles. The Northern Lights 
seem to go through extremely thin 
air at even greater heights — more 
than 300 miles above the earth's 
surface.
